now take steps to provide in some way 
against the danger of a frozen radiator. 


A SIMPLE PRECAUTION. 


The old precaution of emptying the 
radiator every night during a heavy frost 
and refilling it every morning was not 
only most aggravating, but uain with 
considerable risk. En yeryone knows how 
strong the temptation was to slack on one 
of those treacherous evenings, avoid 
emptying the radiator, ahd finding the 
contents a solid mass of ice the follow- 
ing morning. This practice has almost 
disappeared; for the danger of a frozen 
radiator can now be avoided by the intro- 
duction into the water system of some 
substance to form an anti-freezing solu- 
tion, which must have a freezing point 
low ‘enough for the water in the radiator 
to withstand the most severe frosts that 
we experience in this country. 

Though anti-freezing solutions have 
been on the market for some years, they 
are not nearly so widely used as they 
should be, in view of their advantages and 
the trouble that they save the motorist in 
making it unnecessary for him either to 
provide some source of heat for the 
remises in which his car is housed, or 
collecting all the old coats and rugs of 
the household to keep the frost from 
the engine. Glycerine is now the basis 
of many of these anti-freezing solutions, 
and it has been used with every success 
in engines of all types for a number of 
years in countries where the winters are 
much more severe than we experience 
hore. If given in the proportions as 
stated below, it will have no ill-effect 
whatever on the cooling system, and it 
‘has the very desirable ate oes that its 
evaporation rate is very low—much lower 
than that of the water in the radiator. 
Once, therefore, that it is introduced into 
the cooling system, there it stays until 
it is. drained out, and the necessary. 
replenishments of the radiator contents 
need be only of water, as usual. 


THE QUANTITY NEEDED. 


Now with respect to the quantity that 
will be required to suit each car, and 
what is the lowest temperature likely to 
be met with on which to base this pro- 
portion, it might be taken that, from 
the average temperature experienced in 
this country, 20 degrees of frost 
(12 degrees Fahrenheit) is more than 
sufficient to which to reduce the freezing 
mixture; and, even if it does freeze, the 
water in the radiator, when so treated, 
does not become solid and expand. 
viciously as is the cise with untreated 


“water, but. merely forms a gelatinous mass 


which has no dangerous expansion effects, 
and which soon liquefies again on running 
the engine. The amount of glycerine re- 
quired is fixed in proportion to the 
quantity of water that the radiator 
carries, and it is, therefore, necessary 
to ascertain the quantity of that liquid 
first. This is done by completely filling 
the radiator, then draining it, and 
measuring the contents. For every gallon 
of water capacity one and a half pints 
of glycerine by volume should be added. 
Thus if the water capacity is four gallons,

NO COMPENSATION FOR LOSS 
OF BREAD-WINNERS.

The Irish Free State Government, have now 
had befpre them for more than a year a bill 
which is to deal with the traffic conditions of 
the country. It has been drawn up ver 
much on the lines of the Traffic Act whic 
has been successfully operating in England 
for the past eighteen months, a section in 
which makes insurance for third party risk 
compulsory on every owner of a motor 
vehicle. | The bill is still before the Dail; 
it is being passed over in the present crush 
of new legislation being rushed through to 
enable the Government to pay bounties, or, 
perhaps, place further retaliatory tariffs on 
imports, and all the while the absence of 
such a measure inflicts terrible hardships on 
those whose bread-winners are either injured 
or killed in motor accidents. The numbers 
of families who have been reduced to penury 
because those whose cars injured or killed the 
heads of the family were unable to meet 
claims for compensation are increasin day 
by day, and yet the Government sits idly by 
and declines, for some unexplainable reason, 
to proceed with this most necessary measure, 


HOW NECESSARY THIRD PARTY 
RISK IS, ' 

Insurance to cover third party risk is now 
compulsory in nearly all European countries, as 
it has been long recognised that the State has 
an obligation cast on them to protect its 
citizens against damage or injury inflicted 
on them by persons against whom it is waste 
of time to seek damages. Every day it is 
the experience of those whose business it 
is to deal with such claims to find that those 
responsible for the injury which is the subject 
of the claim are not insured. “There have 


‘been very lamentable cases arising out of the 


purchase of second-hand cars for a mere song, 
the owners of which ran them without 
Insurance covers and inflicted serious injury 
on bread-winners. When a claim was made 
by the injured a“ or. his representatives 
it was discovered that the owner was a man 
of straw, and worth little more than the 
clothes he stood in or the antique car. A 
litle reflection on the results which follow 
will emphasise the terrible position in which 
the cH and dependents of these people 
are placed in. 

Motor transport is now long enough with 
ns to show that accidents are inevitable, and 
it is full time that the Government woke 
up from its lethargic condition of mind 
in respect to this matter, so that when 
citizens los’ their bread-winners protection 
will be available to them, ani so prevent 
them being thrown on the rates of the 
country. 

Another very serious aspect of non-insurance 
of motor vehicles, it may be added, is 
the surprising fact that a great number of 
‘buses and other conveyances which ply for 
public and private hire carry no insurance, 
so that persons travelling in these veh‘cles 
do so at their own risk. Many of these 
‘buses are held on the hire system, and the 
nominal proprietors are generally poor marks 
for damages in case the passengers are 
injured.

NO-CLAIM BONUSES TO BE 
INCREASED. 


The recent announcement that important 
revisions as regards policy cover vi rates 
are being made by the Tariff Insurance Com- 
panies, to become operative from the list of 
next December, both for new insurances and 
renewals, will be welcome news for the 
motoring community. 

The no claim bonus in respect of private 


and commercial vehicles, other than motor 


cycles, is to be on a progressive basis—i.e., 
10 per cent. after the first year, 15 per cent. 
after the second, and 20 per cent. after 
the third. Policy-holders who have been free 
of cla'ms for a number of years will thus 
receive an increased bonus on renewal of 
their policy. 

The premiums for private cars have not 
been changed, but cars of a private type 
hithertogdealt with as business cars will be 
rated on*the private car scale of premiums, 
plus a percentage according to use, and the 
wider benefits of the private car pol'cy will 
be given. 

All goods-carrying vehicles will be rated 
according to carrying capacity, and the 
majority of owners of this type of vehicle, 
who carry their own goods only, will find 
their premiums reduced. 

A general increase in rates for private 
motor cycles has been found necessary. 
Present premiums for third party insurance 
for such cycles range from 15s. to Ws. per 
annum, according to engine capacity, and 
the new premiums will range from 20s, to 
40s. in all parts other than the London postal 


area, Glasgow and certain adjacent districts 
and Ireland. In these areas the third party 


premiums will range from 25s, to 50s. The 
premiums for comprehensive  policiés in 
respect of private motor cycles have also 
been increased. The new rates will be sub- 
ject to a discount of 20 per cent. where the 
cycle is used only with a side-car attached.

a quarter of a century ago forcibly 

recalls, and. is on a par with, the story 
that went the rounds of London clubland at 
about the same period. In one of the leading 
clubs of that city a bet was made, and taken 
up by one of its members, that he would 
not take out a tray of gold rings and sell 
all of them on Westminster Bridge at a 
penny a-piece. Offering the gold rings at a 
penny a-piecc, all that he disposed of in the 
course of the evening was one solitary po 
the passers by refusing to believe that gold 
rings could be had at a penny a-piece; 
neither did Irishmen in the year of grace 
1907 believe that a Prectiag 3 motor car, 
even though it came from America, could be 
had for £180, when the cheapest of English 
or Continental cars that were then on the 
market—the Argyle, the Talbot, the Daimler, 
the Panhard and the Mercedes, among 
others, cost round about £400. 


A MOTOR SHOW IN DUBLIN. 


Strange to say, in that year we had a 
motor car show in Dublin, and among the 
exhibits--most of them Continental products 
—were two Fords, and a Ford chassis. The 
visitors to that show included Mr. R. W. 
Archer, who is now the principal of the well- 
known firm of R. W. Archer and Company, 
motor dealers, Dublin, and so interested did 
he become in the American product that 
before the show had concluded he had placed 
a contract for twelve of these cars, which, 
with, perhaps, one exception, was the only 
car manufactured in America at that period, 
thus becoming what is now known as the first 
contracting dealer of Ford’s in tho British 
Isles. ‘I'he great founder of the Ford organisa- 
tion Visited Ireland just five years later, 
apparently to “‘ spy out the land,” with a view 
of establishing a factory here, and before 
another five years had passed the Ford works 
at Cork, whose history is so closely bound 
up with the industrial life of that city, were 
in being and producing cars. 


THE FIRST FORD IN , 
IRELAND. 


The first actual Ford car delivered in Ireland 
was sold by Mr. Archer to Mr. 8. 1. 
Robinson, another well-known automobile 
engineer and distributor in Dublin. He was 
one of Mr. Archer's first sub-agents, and still 
continues a limited Ford dealer. This car 
was for the late Mr. Ferrier, of 
Dublin.

The Ward Union. 


In Ireland there are just two stag hunts 
—the County Down and the Ward Union 
-—and the latter’s opening meet will 
‘take place to-day. No pack in Ireland 
seems to have so interesting a history 
as this one. Founded about a century 
ago by the then Earl of Howth, 
who brought the first pack of staghounds 
-to Ireland, it has kept “ going strong ”’ 
_ever since. It did not, however, become 
known as the Ward Union until 1840, 
when the Garrison Staghounds came into 
the picture. The two packs amalgamated 
' then, hence the “ Union.” Many notable 


“visitors to Ireland from time to time have: 


followed the lead of the Ward Hunt ‘men, 
among them the Empress Elizabeth of 
Austria, who came here to hunt in the 
early ‘nineties. This very distinguished 
sportswoman, who afterwards met her 
death so tragically at the hand of an 
anarchist, made her headquarters near 
Ashtown when in Ireland. The stone 
from which she mounted can still be seen 
at the stables there. In the hunting field 
she was always piloted by the famous Bay 
Middleton. Those who remember her out 
with the Wards say that, instead of hack- 
ing from the meet down to the “ enlarge- 
ment,’’ like the rest of the followers, she 
invariably drove down in a dog-cart. ' 

Though the Ward Union may now be 
shorn of much of the glamour it once 
enjoyed, when it attracted go many of the 
hardest riding sportsmen from Leicester, 
still to-day’s meet will be as interesting 
as ever. 

Mr. Justice Wylie, the first Ulsterman 
to act as Master of this famous hunt, will 
probably go down in history as the hunt- 
ing judge. His judgments in the realm 
of horse-fiesh are just as sound as those 
which he delivered from the Bench. He 
likes the hunt to maintain its democratic 
tradition. Following in the footsteps of 
such noted sportsmen as Percy Maynard, 
Leonard Morrogh and Mr. T. Levins 
' Moore, all popular Masters, the Judge 
has always kept the field in order and 
kept his popularity, too. 


Edible Eggs. 


I have often wondered why the con- 
sumption of eggs is so much confined to 
the product of the common hen. The 
reason why ducks’ eggs are not very 
attractive to the palate is probably the 
sickly colour of the white; but turkeys’ 
eggs are quite delicious. The eggs of the 
common goose are rather strong, and one 
of them is as much as the ordinary person 
could manage at a sitting. Swans’ 
eggs were much esteemed at one time 
as a royal delicacy, but, although the 
number of swans appears to be increasing. 
their eggs are not likely to become 
marketable commodities. The flavour of 
plovers’ ecgs is proverbial, but those of 
the redshank are often substituted, and 
there are few epicures who would know 
the difference. Many kinds of sea-birds 
lay eggs which are quite good to eat, even 
if some of them have a slight fishy taste.

ACunster Art. 


Doubtless, the portrait of Dr. Dowse, 
Bishop of Cork, from the brush of Mr. Leo 
Whelan, R.H.A., which was presented to 
the bishop this week, will eventually find 
its way, either as loan or gift, to that 
small, but excellent, collection of pictures 
housed in the Crawford School of Art. 
The fact that so many visitors to the 
southern capital never become aware of 
the existence of this little gallery speaks 
ill for Cork’s power of civic advertisement. 
Indeed, a large measure of civic pride in 
its possession would be justified, because 
the quality of the collection does not 
shame a city which produced Maclise, the 
poor shoemaker’s son who .- became 
President of the Royal Academy; James 
Barry, R.A.; the sculptor Hogan, and 
other famous artists. The existence of two 
liberal bequests places over a thousand 
pounds yearly at the disposal of the 
trustees for the purchase of pictures, and 
in this way the collection steadily in- 
creases. It already includes two striking

ONE HALF OF THE CHURCH. 


The United Diocese of Down and 
Connor and Dromore is the largest diocese 
in the Church of Ireland, with about one- 
half of the total Church population. At 
the annual meeting of the Diocesan Synod 
this week a resolution was submitted re- 
questing that steps be taken to secure for 
the diocese a more equitable proportion 5f 
the clerical and lay representation on the 
General Synod. After a discussion, which 
was commendable for its breadth of view, 
Christian kindliness, sympathy for an 
appreciation of Southern Churchmen, the 
resolution was withdrawn on an appeal 
made by the Dean of Down, Sir Robert 
Kennedy, and the Right Hon. J. Milne 
Barbour, M.P. Tt has never been hinted 
that the great northern diocese has been 


the fact that it has only one-seventh of 
the representation of the General Synod, 
although in mumbers it forms one-half of 
the Church. On the contrary, it has been 
recognised many times that the General 
Synod, as a whole, has made the diffi- 
culties of the Church in the North its own, 
and given generously for new churches and 
additional clergy. 


UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF. 


The report of the Royal Commission 
upon Unemployment Insurance has been 
read with much interest in the North. 
Any action which may be taken by the 
British Government to implement the 
recommendations will be followed in 
Northern Ireland, which is linked very 
closely to Great Britain in unemployment 
insurance. matters, by the re-insurance 
agreement. Last year, for instance, a 
sum of £884,085 was received by the 
Northern Ireland Insurance Fund as an 
equalisation payment under this agree- 
ment. The total amount expended in 
Northern Ireland in unemployment benefit 
was £2,750,000, and of this sum only 
about one-fifth (£556,435) comprised con- 
tributions from employers and employed. 
£810,046 was provided by Parliament, of 
which £530,243 was in respect of transi- 
tional benefit, and the balance was the 
equalisation payment mentioned above. 

The Royal Commission in their report

EYES ON AMERICA, 


The victory of the Democratic candidate 
in the American presidential election has 
raised the hopes of the linen trade that 
better business may result in the United 
States, which is the largest market for 
linen goods. The Democratic Party pro- 
gramme included the lowering of tariffs 
and the entering into reciprocal trade 
agreements with other countries. Leaders 
of the linen industry are of opinion that, 
if such a programme is carried out, it will 
have the result of lowering the cost of 
linen goods in the United Sates, and con- 
sequently lead to an increase in the quan- 
tity purchased. One-third of the total 
linen produced in Northern Ireland is sold 
in the United States, but before the Creat 
War the United States took half the out- 

ut of the Northern linen mills. The 

nited §$States has no substantial linen 
industry, although it manufactures cotton 
goods to a considerable extent. If the 
change of Government also results im an 
improvement in trade, the outlook for 
better business with the United States is 
particularly imps, ag The Northern dis- 
tilling trade is also hopeful that an amend- 
ment of the prohibition law will create a 
greater demand for Irish whiskey in 
America. 


CONVERSION SCHEME ADOPTED. 


The Belfast Corporation adopted the 
proposal to convert four issues of 34 per 
cent. Stock, redeemable in 1955, amount- 
ing to over £1,600,000, by the creation of 
£2,000,000 34 per cent. Stock, which will 
continue in operation, if holders desire, 
for the next forty years. A vigorous pro- 
test was made by Alderman Midgley 
against continuing the same rate of in- 
terest to the present stockholders for such 
a long period, in addition to paying them 
a bonus of 34 per cent. The Alderman 
rather overstated his case when he de- 
clared that five and a half million ster- 
ling will be the total amount paid for the 
loan of this money from the time it was 
first issued until it is finally redeemed 
forty years hence, for no money will be 
lent without interest ; but he was on safer 
ground when he suggested that ós per 


| cent. was too high an interest rate in view 


of the fact that the British Government 
converted over £300,000,000 a few days be- 
fore in a couple of hours at ó per cent. 
The Corporation Finance Committee be- 
lieves that, although the rate for Govern- 
ment loans has fallen from a 5 per cent. to 
a 3 per cent. basis, money wil! cost more in 
the future, and although two years re- 
main to redeem these loans, they are rush- 
ing in to secure a long-dated loan at 3} 
per cent. On the other hand, Government 
loan rates may go back to the pre-war 2} 
per-cent. Should this happen, the Cor- 
poration, instead of gaining, will have 
thrown away at least á per cent. on the 
loan, or, in other words, £10,000 per an- 
num or £400,000 over the 40-year period. 
Many citizens believe that the Corpora- 
tion would have been wiser to have waited 
for a year or eighteen months, or until 
the restrictions on public borrowing were 
removed.

THE DAY OF VICTORY 
AT VENDOME.

The following is a translation of an account 
of the celebration of the signing of the 
Armistice on the 1lth November, 1918, at 
Vendome, France, taken from the Le 
Carillion de Vendome, The 84th Wing Royal 
Air Force (which comprised two squadrons) 
happened to be lying at Camp de Pouline, 
about five kilometres from the town, at the 
time of the signing of the Armistice. The 
Wing was then in charge of Lieutenant- 
Commander George Frazer, R.N.V.R. :— 

‘“ On Monday, the llth of November, as 
early as mid-day; we were able to post up 
on the door of our offices the signing of the 
Armistice, establishing the total defeat of 
Germany, restoring to us, from that very 
moment, Alsace-Lorraine and all the 
prisoners, civil and military. ! 

_“ The news spread through the town like 
lightning, and everywhere shops, workshops 
and factories gave a holiday to their em- 

loyés, and soon the streets and squares 

‘came extraordinarily animated. All the 
windows were decorated with the flags of the 
French and the Allies. 

“ First of all the eroployés from the saw. 
mill at Tyron marched througa the streets, 
singing the Marseillaise, then the workers 
from foun at Saint Quen, led by a 
disabled soldier, M. Derbitte; after these 
marched the workers fiom the glove factories. 
All carried the colours of the French and the 
Allies and sang patriotic tunes. 

“ At the pare a surprise awaited the 
of Vendome.

Srr,—We who sign this letter, acting for 
considerable numbers, venture to appeal for 
a special kind of witness which the times 
elemand, and which should now be borne by 
all who call Christ Lord.

THE FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE. IRISTT TIMES. 

Sirn,—The Free State farmers are divided 
into three sections—the large graziers; the 
small farmers, who largely depend on local 
tillage farmers, who employ members of 
their families, and the farmers who 
repurchased their demesnes under the 
Land Purchase Act, and combine tillage and 
dairy farming with some purchhses oí young 
live-stock at certain seasons. Í am in the 
last list. I sold my property under the 
Land Purchase Act and repurchased my 
demesne, and carry on a tillage and dairy 
farm, pig-breeding, etc., and buy annually 
young stock to augment my herd up to the 
carrying capacity of my lánd. 1 employ local 
labour,.sons of small farmers near me. 

This season, owing to the import taxes, | 
have had to hold over my surplus stock until 
now, vhen I was forced to sell for want cf 
room. The cattle 1 bought have lost an 
average of £8 a head for a year's keep, not 
to mention the cost of a year’s feeding, hay 
and roots in winter, and the rent of the land. 
This means in round numbers that I have 
lost half my capital, and, to make matters 
worse, I had to borrow money at high interest 
owing to a succession of bad years. 1 could 
name a dozen farmers, residing near me, who 
are in a similar plight. We have not received 
one penny benefit from the 12): per cent. 
a cm as the shippers are out for their own 
profit. Now, with the added 20 per cent. 
tax, our position is desperate, indeed. 


My only solution of the present impasse 
is that the Government should close the ports 
to all live-stock. The Canadian cattle cannot 
come in until next April. England wants 
cattle, and when she has exhausted the 
present supply then, perhaps, some settlement 
will be come to on both sides. 

My suggestion for the land annuities is to 
double the period of repayment, and—to com- 
pensate the farmers for their present terrible 
losses—to give them a three years 
moratorium. Add those three years to the 
period now due, and the State looses nothing. 
It would give farmers time to recoup. I 


consulted a well-known public official on- 


this subject, and he said: '' Ít is merely a 
matter of arithmetic. It can be done, of 
course; but the officials would not agree, 4s 
it would give them so much extra work.” 
Even if this squabble with England were 
settled to-morrow, the farmers are absolutely 
unable to pay their annuities. Where 1 live 
they cannot even meet their shop debts for 
seeds, manures and food—not. to mention their 
doctors’ bills and other commitinents. 
Looking ahead three or four years will not 
help matters now. This subjec} requires the 
immediate attention of statesmen on both 
sides.— Yours, etc., |

A PROPOSED LOAN. 

TO THA EVPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—The Irish Free State’s credit is good. 
Her loans are very small, and stand at a high 
premium. There would be no difficulty in 
issuing a 4 per cent. Loan of £5,000,000 at 
98. This would be subscribed in a week. It 
would mean only £160,000 interest a year—4 
mere bagatelle for a country like the Irish 
Free State. This Loan would enable the 
Government to pay the £5,000,000 for 
annuities, etc., to England. The money would 
be paid without prejudice, and subject to 
negotiations that might be re-opened in 
1935. ; 

In the first place, this would save the Free 
State live-stock induátry from extinction, and 
in the second place, it would put England in 
&@ very serious position. The writer 1s no 
friend of Mr. J. H. Thomas; quite the re 
verse—he Igs no use for him. If the Imsh 
Government entertain a proposal of this kind, 
they will place Mr. Thomas and his Govern- 
ment in the most difficult domestic position 
that any English Government was ever placed 
in. It will mean that Mr. Thomas and his 
Government will have to subsidise their own 
farmers instead of penalising ours. The Eng 
lish farmers are practically bankrupt through 
the neglect of successive British Governments. 
Germany has protected her farmers, and )5 
practically self-supporting at the presen’ 
time. Let us pay the money this year and 
put Mr. Thomas in the glue-pot by exporting 
all the live-stock to England that we can. By 
paying the annuities, etc., without prejudice 
to our claims against England, we would 
immediately have an open market free trom 
the present duties and the 10 per cent. whic! 
will be levied on the 15th November; and 
this will enable us, without bounties or sub- 
sidies, to export our live-stock and give the 
Government time to reconstruct the economic 
system in the country. 

I appeal to the Republican Party, whom Í 
do fear, bunt not to the Communists within 
gy! ranks, to adopt this method of meeting 
the present, crisis.— Yours, etc.,

When he read the 
warrant and cautioned her,she said: “I know 
nothing about it at all.”’ 

Evidence of charging the woman with 
uttering forged receipts was preferred by De- 
tective-Sergéant Wyer, and in reply to the 
charges she said: ‘““I‘am not guilty.”

SALFORD PRINTER’S EVIDENCE.

The 
witness said he personally supervised the 
work of printing in the factory, and the total 
number of receipts printed for the Cesare- 
witch Sweep was ten millions, in addition to 
spoilage, which amounted to about 52 per

A PRINTING MACHINE. 


James Neary, who described himself as a 
printer, carrying on business at 2 Bancroft 
place, Salford, said he had known the de- 
fendant since 1926. Nolan had assisted him 
financially on occasions. The her a 
machine in Court was in the possession o 
the witness from September 7th, 1952, but 
he had since handed it over to Detective- 
Inspector Barnfield and other members of the 
Salford police. The machine was installed in 
an attic at the Egerton Arms. The witness 
saw the defendant daily, and Nolan asked 
him to do some work for him.

pitals’ sweepstake receipt, and asked him if 
| the machine “ would do a job like that.” 

I said it would do a job very similar, but 
not so well. Mr. Nolan then asked me if | 
would get on, and do some of the receipts. I 
raised the point as to what would happen, 
but he assured me that the job was all right, 
and that it had nothing whatsoever to do 
with his agency. They were intended for 
France, he said. 

Four tins containing different eoloured inks 
were identified by the witness, who said “I 
used them for printing receipts for the Irish 
sweepstake.’’

DUBLIN PHILHARMONIC. 


FAMOUS ARTISTS FOR THE 
CONCERT SEASON. 


In the engagement of several artists of 
international reputation, the Dublin Philhar- 
monic Society’s sixth season gives indication 
i ot laudable enterprise. At the first concert 
on Saturday, the 26th inst., when the popular 
concerto of Cesar Franck will be played, the 
soloist will be the world-famous violinist, 
Isolde Menges. Miss Menges has been heard 
on several occasions in Dublin with the Halle 
Orchestra and at the Royal Dublin Society. 

For the ‘‘ Messiah” concert in December a 
distinguished quartet of soloists has been en- 
gaged. There is probably no finer exponent 
of oratorio among sopranos than Miss Isobel 
Baillie, not merely because of her vocal purity 
and smgoth phrasing, but also on account of 
her clear diction. The Australian bass, Horace 
Stevens, has already achieved fame for his 
delivery of Handel’s dramatic recitatives and 
arias, which he sings with conviction. The 
tenor, Bruce Flegg, gave up his profession as 
ar architect to take up singing, following ihe 
success he achieved in Bach's B Minor Mass. 
Amy Gibbings, the Irish contraite, Ys a rich 
voice, and has attained success for her Ger- 
man lieder singing on the Continent. 

For the third concert, at which Colonel

The leaders failed to obey a police re- 
quest to move on, and there was a scrim- 
mage, during which Mr. Fred Douglas, a 
well-known Edinburgh Communist, and 
another man were taken into custocly. 


As the gun boomed from the silence the 
Communists began singing the ‘“ Inter- 
national.” 

Mr. Douglas and the other arrested man 
were hurried away by the police before an 
attempt at rescue could be carried 
through. The trouble lasted only a few 
minutes. 


The Prince of Wales last night ad- 
dressed over three thousand people at a 
Festival of Remembrance in the Usher 
Hall, Edinburgh. He was given an en- 
thusiastic reception, and was cheered 
when he announced that he had sent a 
message of loyalty on behalf of those pre- 
sent to the King and Queen and read 
Their Majesties’ message of thanks. 

After outlining the activities of the 
British Legion, the Prince said: “ This 
morning our thoughts were in the past.

| WILD ARMISTICE 


BATON CHARGES 
IN DUBLIN. 


ORGANISED MARCH 
OF YOUNG MEN. 


ATTEMPT TO SUPPRESS 
POPPY-WEARING.

IOLENT scenes of disorder were 
witnessed in Dublin last night, when 
scores of police found it necessary to 
charge threatening crowds which had 
gathered around College Green and in 
O'Connell street to protest against the 
Armistice celebrations and the display of 
the Union Jack. : 

Free fights broke out at many points, 
police met with opposition in some 
quarters, batons—which were drawn when 
the first signs of trouble were apparent— 
were freely used to scatter the crowds, and 
it was only after prolonged fighting, in 
which charges were made at least every 
five minutes, that the city resumed some- 
thing approaching its normal quiet. 

The first trouble broke on the city about 
8.50 p.m., when a body of young men, 
numbering approximately one thousand, 
who had been marshalled on the North 
side, marched down O'Connell street, 
along Westmoreland street, © through 
Grafton street and on to Merrion square. 
As they went through Grafton street 
an attack was made on a poppy dépót 
there. Windows were smashed, people 
shouted “ Up the Republic,” and for at 
least five minutes there was wild con- 
fusion while the police rushed the crowds. 
There was a stampede, in which people 
fell and were trampled on, while ‘several 
women who had been caught in the mélée 


fainted and were attended on the side 
walks by members of the St. John Am- 
bulance Brigade. 


MILITARY ORDERS. 

At the top of Grafton -treet attacks were 
made on poppy wearers, and free fights 
were frequent. The youths, for they were 
nothing more, many of them wearing 
Easter lilies, continued’ on to Merrion 
Square, where a halt was made. Military 
orders were given by a man who appeared 
to be in command, 

The march was resumed, and at the 
poppy dépét in Pearse street the crowd 
stopped for a moment to jeer at the broken 
window, and later the house was pelted 
with stones. 

When the demonstrators again ap- 
proached College Green a cordon was 
drawn from Trinity College to the Moore 
statue. The crowd became threatening, 
and in a twinkling of an eye ‘ie charge 
had begun. The crowd scattered like 
snow before the sun, people ran in all 
directions. 

The crowd, when broken up the first 
time, gathered round the Crampton 
Memorial and boohed the police. Another 
charge followed. Guards, with batons 
high in the air, ran along like first-class 
Rugby forwards, clearing the streets in a 
most effective fashion. 


CUT WITH RAZOR. 

O’Connell Bridge was next stripped of 
humanity, and no one was allowed to 
loiter. ‘‘Slap-bangs’’ were flung by the 
demonstrators, making hideous noises, 
which nervous people thought were 
revolvers being freely used. 

At 10 o'clock O'Connell 
seething with excitement. 

The fire brigade ambulance was kept out 
for two hours taking injured people to 
hospital. 

One man who snatched a poppy got a 
nasty cut on the hand from a razor blade, 
which had been secreted by the poppy- 
wearer. A woman in one wild rush ran 
into the front of a *bus and was injured 
about the face. Bleeding noses were a 
common sight in Westmoreland street. 

Police service vans and motor cycle 
squads patrolled the streets, splitting up 
the people into smaller sections, and 
separating fighting couples. 

An ugly situation developed on O’Con- 
nell Bridge at 11 o'clock, when poppy 
wearers banded themselves together, and 
twenty or thirty men moved off in a 
body. At the O’Connell Monument they 
were held up by the police, They then 
formed an impromptu guard around 
motor "buses, which were being watched 
by the republican demonstrators for 
people wearing poppies. 


WOMEN’S BRAVERY. 

Three women who came along West- 
moreland street when the trouble was at 
its worst began to sing “ God Save the 
King,” at the same time waving a half- 
size Union Jack in the light of the arc- 
lamp. They were attacked, and while 
one woman pocketed the flag her com- 
panions defended her as best they could 
until the police dispersed the attackers. 
The woman kept the flag. 

There was a constant repetition of ugly 
happenings until midnight, when the 
street crowds thinned and the city settled 
down after the stormiest Armistice night 
known. 

During an outbreak in College Green 
stones were thrown at Trinity College and 
several windows broken. 

When a detective was driving a car

along O'Connell street an angry crowd 


launched an attack, and the police had a 
terrific fight to clear the people away. The 
detective was injured by flying glass, 

The police were called back to their 
stations at midnight.

Richard Tierney (41), of Lambay road, 
knocked off motor cycle in centre of city; 
detained in Mater Hospital. 

The following people were treated in 
Jervis Street Hospital for injuries re- 
eeived during the disturbances :—Patrick 
Hanlon, 16a Gardiner‘s place; John 
Farrell, 68 Townsend street ; Liam Kelly, 
61 South Circular road; William McDer- 
mott, 11 Lower Dominick street ; Edward 
Griffith, 140 Cabra road ; Thomas Grehan, 
4 Marlborough place; Patrick Wheelan, 
65 Chancery street ; Christopher Dunn, 16 
Lower Gardiner street. 

Five other persons were treated for 
minor injuries in Mercer’s Hospital. 


ARRESTS. 


Two arrests were made in O’Connell 
street. One man was taken for assaulting 
a Civic Guard and the other for disorderly 
conduct. Both will be charged in the 
District Court this morning. 

When windows were smashed at the 
Grafton street poppy dépót the police 
swooped down on a number of young men, 
who fought violently to get free, The 
police detained two of them.

REVISION OF 
WAR DEBTS. 


US, REACTION TO 
BRITISH NOTE.

M*- STIMSON, Secretary of State, 

announced to-day that the terms of 
the British Note to America on the subject 
of debts will be submitted to Mr. Hoover 
when he arrived in Washington from Palo 
Alto, California, but will not be made 
public for at least two days. 

A French war debt Note, which the 
State Department say is in the same 
category as the British, arrived here late 
to-day. : 

Stern opposition to revision of the debts 
agreements is promised, if Democrats 
follow the lead of Senator Robinson, head 
of the Democrats in the Senate, in a 
speech which he gave at Fayetteville, 
Arkansas, to-day. 


OPPOSED TO REVIEW. 


“Tí the President should let it be 
known that the settlements now in for > 
are final and will not be reviewed, such 
decisive action would promise the stabilisa- 
tion of conditions throughout the world,”’ 
he asserted. 

To-night the chorus of opposition to 


debt revision was swelled by Senator Reed, 


Republican member of the Senate Finance 
Committee, which must approve any debt 
proposals submitted to the present 
Congress. . 

He said that he expected the debtors to 
pay on December 15th. He thought it 
would be impossible for Congress to act 
before that date, and, ‘‘ anyway, Congress 
would not deviate from its present position 
against a reduction.’’ 

‘‘Few people in Europe,’’ he said, 
“- understand the debt situation. They do 
not realise that we have outstanding bonds 
covering the loans that we made to them, 
and, if Europe does not pay, we'll have 
to.

PRESIDENT’S DAIL 
STATEMENT. 


FULL USE OF POWERS 
TO PRESERVE ORDER. 


By Our Spectat Representative. 


Ge high spot in yesterday’s debate in 
the Dail did not arise till the motion 
tor the adjournment, when General 
Mulcahy raised the question of an J.R.A. 
threat to free speech. 

He quoted reports of a mectinz which 
had been held the previous night, at which 
one speaker was alleged to have said that 
‘‘ while they had fists, hands and boots to 
use—and guns if necessary—they would 
not allow free speech ot  truitors.’’ 
Another statement was to tl. effect that 
any policeman who “put his head 
between Mr. Cosgrave’s and the hands ol 
angry Irishmen might as well keep his 
head at home.”’ 

In view of. these remarks, General 
Mulcahy asked the President to state 
what powers he had to prevent such con- 
duct, and what steps he intended to take 
in the matter. 

In reply the President assured General 
Muleahy that the State’s powers would be 
used to the fullest possible extent in the 
maintenance of the right to free speech 
at meetings. He suggested thii they 
would be helped in their task if in- 
dividuals, or groups of indivicuals, did 
not take on themselves any of the duties 
which properly belonged to the State. 


MURDER THREATS. 


The Government and Opposition 
benches, which had remained almost empty 
during the greater part of the sitting, 
began to fill towards the end of the session 
in anticipation of General Mulcahy’s 
question on the adjournment, and yet the 
situation did not yield as much excite- 
ment as it seemed to promise. 

General Mulcahy. reminded the Presi- 
dent of the plea for free speech .t the re- 
cent Fianna Fail Ard Fheis, and asked 
him what effectiveness was going to be 
given to that plea. 

Very critical problems, he continued, 
had to be discussed and decided in public, 
but there had been recently threats to mur. 
der persons engaged in politics, «> persons 
who attended political meetings. These 
threats, he added, were backed by an 
armed illegal organisation, which was 
steadily increasing in power. He implied 
that the President and his party were also 
to blame in some measure, for they had 
preached against free speech on various 
occasions, and stressed his point by re- 
ference to the attacks made on Mr. Cos- 
grave’s recent meeting in Cork, and the 
threats of jail made by supporters of the 
President’s party on the occasion of Mr. 
Cosgrave’s speech at the Gresham Hotel. 


CONCILIATORY REPLY. 


The President’s reply was conciliatory 
in tone, and, by its very moderation, 
seemed to show that the danger of 
organised interruption at public meetings 
is one which is engaging the serious 
attention of the Government. He ad- 
mitted that a very heavy responsibility 
did rest on the Executive Council in this 
respect, and agreed with General Mulcahy 
that the right to free speech must be 
maintained. Every power of the State, 
he said, would be used to the fullest

BRITISH TRADE 


IMPROVING. 
BIG INCREASE IN 
 EXPORTS. 


FREE STATE'S FALLING 
SHARE. 


—-— 


RITISH exports during October 
showed, according to the Board of 
Trade returns, an increase of £4,211,483 
on September, nearly three-quarters of 
which were in articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured. | 
In view of the negotiations now proceed- 
ing with the representatives of certain 
foreign countries for a reduction in the 
importation of meat, pending the opera- 
tion of the Ottawa quotas, one of the most 
notable features of the trade returns for 
October is the marked increase in the 
imports of chilled beef and bacon. The 
returns show that last month imports 
included 736,005 cwt. of chilled beef, 
almost wholly from the Argentine and 
Uruguay, or 26,561 cwt. more than in 
September. 

Jruguay exactly doubled her exports of 
chilled beef, and the Argentine increased 
her sales by nearly 13,000 ewt. 

Imports of bacon from foreign sources 
in October amounted to 991,878 cwt., 
compared with 880,754 from the same 
sources in September, an increase of 
111,124 cwt. Denmark and the Nether- 
lands chiefly participated in this increase. 

There was a net decrease in imports of 
frozen mutton and lamb of 146,000 cwt.., 
chiefly because New Zealand reduced her 
shipments by no less than 216,648 cwt., 
compared with her September consign- 
ments. 


FREE STATE TRADE. 


The imports and exports by countries 
for each of the first three quarters of the 
year are included in these returns, and 
enable some interesting comparisons to be 
made, 

During the quarter just ended imports 
from the Irish. Free State were nearly 
halved, compared with the corresponding 
period last year, falling from £9,350,000 
to £5,389,000. 

The general returns show that the total 
imports during October were £60,828,064, 
an increase of £6,561,.412 on September, 
but a decrease of £19,858,.060 on the 
previous October. e 


EXPORTS. 


British exports last month totalled 
£30,440,149, an advance of £4,211,483 on 
September, though £2,392,193 less than in 
October, 1931. 

A feature of the export returns is that 
nearly three-quarters of the increase on 
last month’s figures is in articles wholly 
or mainly manufactured. The total under 
this heading for September was 
£19,750,987, while for last month it rose 
to £22,677,141, an advance of £2,926, 154. 


DECLINES IN IMPORTS. 


The total imports of articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured were about half. 
compared with the corresponding period 
of 1931, their value this year being 
£135,499.261, a reduction of £13,749.454.

The Times observes:—Many people yes- 
terday must have been considering, as 
they gathered in all parts of the country 
to celebrate Armistice Day, the remark- 


able speech of the previous night, in | 
which Mr. Baldwin invited the growing | 
generation to think hard about the perils | 


of bombing from the air. It is frankly 
inconceivable that the civilised countries 
of to-day should be unable to reach some 
self-denying compact by which the 
horrors of indiscriminate destruction may 
be prevented, or by which at least the 
liability to retribution will be so terrible 
that no State, whatever its predicament, 
could face the prospect of becoming a 
law-breaker. In the last resort, it is 
public opinion alone which can decide the 
question whether air bombs are to be 
permitted as weapons of war. 

The problem of establishing an effective 
control of international aviation is one 
that has occupied and baffled the best 
minds of statesmen and experts for the 
last few years. The British Government 
are known to be devoting the most serious 
thought to devising means of removing 
this peril from mankind, and they have 
already stated at Geneva that they would 
be prepared to go to any length in agree- 
ment with other Powers to achieve 
their object. One initial and obvious 
dificulty is that the aeroplane industry 
is in its early days, and that any attempt 
to restrict its development would be as 
futile as it would be. undesirable. While 
nothing can prevent the use of machines 
designed for civilian traffic from being 
employed on occasion for military 
purposes, it seems possible that too much 
attention has been paid at Geneva to 
contriving restrictions for the aeroplane, 
and too little attention concentrated upon 
the real evil, which is the bomb. 

Why should not the bomb, for a start, 
be renounced solemnly and absolv.ely by 
every State in the world, and its manu- 
facture or use be regarded as an inter- 
national crime? It is obvious, of course, 
that this prohibition could be evaded, 
because the parts of aerial bombs could 
be separately made and secretly assembled. 
Even though an essential part of any 
disarmament scheme must be a system 
of international investigation, yet the 
keenest eyes of an expert commission 
might fail to distinguish the unauthorised 
mechanism, But the liability to investiga- 
tion would be some sort of deterrent. It 
would at least render far more difficult 
the accumulation of a sufficient number 
of bombs to mount a sudden, swift attack 
on a scale that would be likely to be 
decisive for the victim; and a far greater 
deterrent would certainly be the know- 
ledge that the offending nation would 
render itself an outlaw, and liable, 
according to a new international code, 
to reprisal from every other nation.

Early yesterday morning many thousands of 
ex-Service men from Dublin City and County, 
wearing their war service medals, assembled, 
with bands and banners, in Beresford Place. 
There they were marshalled in a long 
procession, which marched to the temporary 
Cenotaph in the Phenix Park to celebrate the 
fourteenth anniversary of the closing of the 
greatest conflict in history. 

The earliest arrivals were the men of the 
Railway Section of the British Legion, led by 
Major Piews and Captain Siater, and they 
were followed by Captain N. Kk. Drury at the 


head of one hundred and twenty-five men 
from Messrs. Jacob s works. Some moments 
later Major-General Franks and Sy Hobert 
Tate brought up the Dublin Central Branch 
of the Legion, who were headed by their 
band. ‘They were followed by a number oi 
British Fascist 

Soon there were assembled in the wide space 
behind the Castoms House buildings the 
Royal. Dublin Fusiliers’ Old Comrades

While the procession was being formed by 
Mr. A. P. Connolly, Chairman of the Irish 
Free State Area of the British Legion, and 
Maior J. J. lvnan, D.5.U., Organising 
Secretary. a women arrived wearing a trench 
helmet and military great-coat, and carrying 
a large Union Jack. Within a few minutes 
of her arrival g Civic Guard Sergeant took the 
flag from ier and brought it to Store Street 
Police Station. His action had the full 
approval of the officers in charge of the 
procession.

It was noticeable 
that the rearguard of the procession was fol- 
lowed by a number of men, whose attitude 
was hostile, but the presence of a large body 
of police prevented any disturbance.

When the tidal wave approached there 
was a mad scramble for safety. Many 
people. crowded into goods trucks at the 
railway sidings, but the wave turned them 
upside down, drowning the helpless per- 
sons. One truck was hurled a distance 
of a mile. 

Doctors worked feverishly throughout 
Wednesday, and continued during the 
night by the light of candles in improvised 
hospitals, in goods wagons, ruined hotels 
and private houses.

The Remembrance Day Service in Christ 
Church Cathedral yesterday morning opened 
with the singing of the National Anthem, 
which was followed with the Litany, Two 
Minutes and prayers of 
thanksgiving 

The Very Rev. the Dean, addressing those 
present, said that their remembrance of that 
day was of.a threefold character. 
remembered . with hamble thankfulness the 
goodness of Alm'ghty God in granting. them 
deliverance from their enemies and the 
horrors of war and for restoring te them 
the blessings of peace. It was well to remind 
themselves, lest they forgot, the desperate 
cause of the Allies in the early summer of 
1918, and that it was not until it had been 
decided that the 4th of August of that year 
should be sét apart as a day of intercess:on 
that the tide of war turned and success came 
to the Allies. If they were not spiritually 
blind they could hardly fail to see the hand 
of their God upon them, saving them from 
destruction and granting them the victory. 
* Therefore, let; them remember His mercies 
to them and ery, as Marshal Foch did: ‘‘ Not 
‘ unto us, .nd6t unto us, but unto Thy Name we 
give the glory. 

In the next place they remembered with 
gratitude and pride their glorious dead, who 
died for them—the one million who came 
from all parts of the Empire, and especially 
the 50,000 Irishmen who fell. Hearing the 
call of King and: country, they voluntarily 
left all that they loved to face danger, and 
finally passed out of the sight of men by the 
path of duty and self-sacr-fice, giving their 
own lives that others might live in freedom. 


THE WOUNDED. 


That day they remembered also those who 
went forth and returned in countless 
thousands from the battlefields maimed for 
life, the Jame, the blind, the tuberculous and 
the mentally afflicted, as well as the widows 
and orphans. Though the Government had 
made provision on a most unprecedented scale, 
that provision had proved in numerous cases 
quite inadequate, and there had been, and 
still was, an urgent need to supplement that 
provision. The Earl Haig Fund had done 
splendid work in that direction, and this 
year there was an urgent appeal for support 
of that fund. Last vear the Irish Free State 
contributed nearly £9,000, which, unfortun- 
ately, was £1,000 less than the sum sub- 
scribed in the preceding year. Well over 
£30,000 was disbursed in relief from the area 
headquarters in Dublin which had been re- 
ceived from headquarters in London. Many 
thousands of men and dependents had been 
relieved by this money,. while’ 1,750 persons 
had been placed in employment during the 
i year. The need was great and urgent. Several 
thousand ex-Service men were unemployed, 
large numbers were in a state of destitution, 
and widows and children in dive distress, a 
pitiable condition of these men,..wemen and 
children should make a strong +ppeal to them,

thought that French historians wouid agree— 
to Calvin, for that man’s mfiluence was not 
dead now, and the Church he created was not 
dead, either in France or anywhere else. 

Calvin was born In Noyorn, in Pteardly, in 
1509, and in due course went to Paris to study 
law, His early writings, ' Meditations on 
Uicero,” and the like, were not: arresting; 
and if it were not for what he did later very 
few would bother about them. 

In 1536, however, they found him sitting 
down and writing a “letter, “ Institution 
Chretienne,”’ addressed-to Francis the First, 
in which he sets out the whole doctrine of 
Calvinism. ‘That same year he had to leave 
Paris, and eventually he was forced to go to 
Geneva. During the few weeks he was in 
Paris, Calvin was.at the University where he 
had been a student, and at the same time 
there was a young Spanish oobleman, 
Ignatius Loyola—who afterwards founded the 
Society of Jesuits—wounded in the wars, also 
a student there. It would be very interest- 
ing to be able to*supply an answer to the 
question: Did Calvin meet Ignativs Loyola. 
and, if they met, did they exchange words and 
ideas; and, if so, what did they say to each 
other? Because in 1536 both had made un 
their minds on the great and major issues with 
which the human soul was concerned, 

Although in 1528 in Paris, and two other 
towns, statues had been thrown down and 
mutilated, and the police, under Francis the 
First, had begun to take repressive measures 
against those who were to be re as 
heretics, it was not until 1536. that the real 
reform movement began, and still morefrom1641 ; 
but up to that time there had been a lot of 
people troubled by abuses in the Church.

The meet was at Kilcummer Bridge on 
Thursday, November 3rd, and finding at 
Kilcummer Rock hounds ran very fast for 
ten minutes, crossing the railway line into 
Renny Rock, where we left him. That good 
covert, Lisnagourneen, claimed our atten- 
tion for an hour, an old fox getting away 
while hounds were hunting another in covert. 
The latter broke at the lewer end, and 
hounds ran hard by Mr. Flinn’s farm up to 
the brow of the hill, and turning left-handed 
made a ring back into covert This was a 
sharp burst. of fifteen minutes. 

Captain Hornshy met his field at Two-pot 
House on Saturday last, which was an excep- 
tionally warm day. Moving off to The 
Cobbs, the first draw, a fox was quickly 
chopped in covert. Another was seon on foot, 
and honting this fox in a couple of circles of 
about fifteen minutes each hounds then went 
away for Springfield, and running as if for 
Knockanaard crossed the Mallow Buttevant 
road. Turning left-handed just short of the 
railway line, they hunted parallel with it, 
and hounds pulled their fox down near 
Sullivan's Quarry at Grange. This was a 
well-deserved fox after a pleasant, though 
ringing, hunt of over two hours. Hounds did 
not draw any more, everyone by this having 
had enough. 

A small field assembled at Ballygliass 
Bridge on Monday last. Finding in Garraun 
gorse, a fox broke at the lower end, and,

The little boy, Charles Doyle, of Bally- 
gorman,. Malin Head, has now received a 
letter from Mr. W. M. C, Herrington, Chief 
Haddock Investigator, United States Bureau 
of Fisheries, thanking the boy for returning 
the “drift bottle” which he had picked up

A petition to reduce the capital of the 
Relfast Ropeworks, Ltd., will heard in 
the Chancery Division of the Ulster High 
Court on November 25 next.

It was now pro- 
posed to reduce the capital to £800,000, and 
for that purpose to distribute part of the 
large reserves which the company now pos- 
sessed. The firm had on deposit receipt a 
sum of £307,287, and the position was one 
of considerable financial strength.
